Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  Year  19^2,  in  which  is 
incorporated  a  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

During  the  Year  Mr.  James  who  had  been  Public  Health  Inspector 
to  the  district  for  34  years  retired,  Mr.  Willard  was  appointed  to 
succeed  him. 

When  the  figures  for  Births  and  Deaths  are  compared  with 
those  of  the  previous  year,  31  more  Deaths  and  29  Births  less  occurred, 
giving  a  Death  Rate  of  16*1  and  a  Birth  Rate  of  14*1  per  1,000  population, 
a  higher  Death  Rate  and  lower  Birth  Rate  than  national  average.  The 
illegitimate  Birth  Rate  was  11*9  per  cent  of  total  live  Births. 

During  the  year  there  were  J8  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
notified,  Measles  accounting  for  most  during  the  last  quarter.  Again 
there  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  and  Diphtheria  or  other  serious 
Infectious  Diseases. 

Applications  were  received  and  granted  in  respect  of  8  houses, 

3  standard  and  5  discretionary  grants.  16  houses  were  built  by  the 
Local  Authority,  and  57  by  other  persons. 

The  number  of  Caravan  Sites  licensed  by  the  authority 
were  17,  accommodating  1,984  Caravans.  Refuse  continued  to  be 
collected  weekly  in  wintertime,  and  parts  of  the  district  bi-weekly  in 
summertime,  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  Food  premises  were 
inspected  regularly  and  100  per  cent  meat  inspection. 

I  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  interest  in  the  Department,  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  staff  for  their  co-operation.

HOSPITALS. 

General  and  Maternity. 

Skegness  and  District  Cottage  Hospital  provides  for  most  medical, 
surgical  and  maternity  cases.  Some  maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  Louth 
County  Hospital  and  Grimsby  General  Hospital.  Some  medical  are  admitted 
to  Boston  General  Hospital  and  Wyberton  West  Hospital.  Some  surgical  cases 
are  admitted  to  Louth  County  Hospital  and  Lincoln  County  Hospital,  paediatric 
cases  are  admitted  to  Boston  General. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Patients  suffering  from  these  diseases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  at  Boston,  Lincoln  and  Grimsby. 

X-Ray  Facilities. 

X-Ray  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Skegness  and  District  Hospital. 
Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  services  are  provided  by  the  Lincoln  Branch  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Welfare  Services. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  Health  Authority  to  provide  accommodation  for 
aged  and  infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This 
accommodation  is  provided  by  the  local  Health  Authority  in  other  districts  of 
the  County.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  this 
Act  during  the  year. 

Convalescence . 

There  are  two  Convalescent  Hospitals  in  the  district,  one  Male  and 
one  Female,  convalescence  to  these  Hospitals  is  arranged  through  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Nurseries. 

A  Voluntary  Day  Nursery  is  established  by  Councillor  Mrs  Barra tt 
providing  accommodation  for  thirty  children  between  the  ages  of  six  months 
to  five  years.  It  is  open  from  May  to  September  and  affords  an  opportunity 
to  Mothers  for  seasonal  employment. 

Another  special  feature  of  this  Nursery,  accommodation  is  provided 
daily  for  children  from  8.0  a.m. ,  to  6.0.  p.m.,  during  the  year  whose  Mothers 
are  temporarily  ill,  or  have  to  go  to  Hospital  for  confinement  or  other 
illness.  This  arrangement  enables  the  Father  to  follow  his  normal 

employment. 

Ambulance  Service. 

There  is  one  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district,  this  service  is 
administered  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Children's  Act,  1948, 

By  the  provisions  of  this  Act  certain  classes  of  children  come  under 
the  care  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  County  Council 0  This  department 
is  responsible  for  children  who  are  for  various  reasons  deprived  of  normal 
care  of  their  parents. 

Training  Centre, 

A  Training  Centre  is  provided  in  the  district  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  for  children  excluded  from  the  School  System  under  Section  57(3)  of 
the  Education  Act,  1944,  This  centre  provides  training  for  children  from 
Alford,  Skegness  Urban  and  Spilsby  Rural  Districts,

The  foregoing  samples  satisfied  the  analytical  tests  applied 
thereto  but  the  following  contraventions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order 
occurred 

Failure  of  packer  to  declare  list  of  ingredients  in  descending 
order  of  weight  on  label  of  frozen  pack  of  mixed  vegetables. 

Ingredients  of  sample  of  fruit  salad  stated  in  incorrect  order 
on  label. 

A  sample  of  fruit  cocktail  was  found  to  contain  the  permitted 
colouring  matter  in  the  Colouring  Matter  in  Food  Regulations,  1957> 
but  this  was  not  declared  on  the  label. 


Representations  were  made  to  the  manufacturers  who  have  rectified  the 
foregoing  matters  by  correcting  the  details  on  the  labels, 

A  complaint  was  received  relating  to  the  presence  of  extraneous  matter 
(sand  and  lime  mortar  adhering  to  the  base  of  a  one  pint  bottle  of 
milk)  which  was  the  subject  of  a  warning. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations.

Two  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  for 
keeping  quality.  Follow-up  samples  were  taken  immediately  and  advisory 
action  was  rendered  as  necessary.  The  vendors  were  also  warned  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Regulations,  All  samples  satisfied  the  Phosphatase 
Test  for  the  efficiency  of  heat  treatment.

These  waters  do  not  show  signs  of  any  appreciable  organic  pollution  and 
are  of  suitable  chemical  quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic  use  and 
dairy  purposes. 


All  three  have  undergone  changes  in  composition  since  last  examined  but 
such  changes  are  customary  in  waters  from  the  Spiisby  Sandstone. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Report  of  work  done  by  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  1962. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Skegness  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Report  on  the  work  of  my 
Department.  As  Public  Health  Inspectors  our  duties  are  defined  by  many  Acts 
and  Regulations,  our  official  activities  restricted  to  the  district  we  serve, 
but  as  members  of  a  wide  spread  public  health  service  we  have  a  part  to  play, 
and  an  interest  in  all  that  appertains  to  the  health,  happiness  and  welfare  of 
the  community. 

Because  of  this,  we  maintain  a  close  liason  with  all  other  workers  in 
the  field,  especially  those,  who  like  ourselves,  are  part  of  the  team  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  -  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  School  Nurses, 
Welfare  Officers,  Blind  Teachers,  al sod  the  Children's  Officers,  Probation 
Officers,  National  Assistance  Board  and  the  Inspectors  of  the  N.3.P.C.C.. 

We  gladly  acknowledge  the  assistance  and  advice  we  are  given  from  time  to  time, 
especially  relating  to  housing  matters  and  what,  for  want  of  a  better  word,  we 
designate  'problem  families'.  We  willingly  reciprocate  such  help  when  we  can. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  change,  because  Mr.S.  James,  the  previous 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  retired  after  thirty-four  years  service  with  the 
Council. 


It  was  unfortunate  that  the  Additional  Inspector  was  not  replaced  when 
he  left  in  195^,  but  nevertheless  I  am  pleased  that  the  Public  Health  Committee 
saw  fit  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Inspector  just  before  the 
end  of  the  year  of  this  report. 

Since  my  appointment  in  May  a  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent 
in  attempting  to  re-organise  the  administration  of  the  department  and  to  bring 
the  Council's  attention  to  a  number  of  outstanding  matters,  and  whilst  these 
efforts  have  yet  to  bear  fruit,  a  considerable  amount  has  been  done  to  clear 
the  way,  and  lay  a  good  foundation  on  which  I  am  sure  will  be  built  a 
superstructure  that  will  prove  to  be  of  value  to  the  town  for  many  years  to  come.

During  the  year  the  Council  very  wisely  agreed  to  employ  a  Rodent 
Opera tor/ General  Assistant,  and  as  a  result  a  very  large  infestation  of  rats 
was  cleared  from  the  refuse  tip,  the  main  parts  of  the  town  and  Foreshore 
have  been  treated,  and  all  complaints  were  dealt  with  promptly, 

A  100$  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  even  though  this  has 
meant  working  evenings  and  week-ends.  For  the  first  time,  Sunday  slaughtering 
was  discontinued  during  the  winter  months,  A  full  report  on  the  conditions  of 
the  abattoir  was  given  to  the  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  pave  the 
way  for  the  provision  of  a  new  building. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  handed  over  to  the  Surveyor 5 s 
Department  at  the  time  of  my  appointment,  I  regret  the  decision,  and  can 
see  no  possible  reasons  to  justify  the  Organisation  and  Methods  Report  that 
this  will  lead  to  economies. 

Food  Hygiene  and  Housing  in  particular  have  not  received  the  attention 
they  should  have  because  I  have  simply  not  had  the  time  available.  One 
Inspector  cannot  possibly  carry  out  the  work  of  this  department  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  and  anyone  who  says  he  can  has  obviously  no  idea  of  the 
work  involved, 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  indeed  all 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  encouragement ;  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  who  has  been  most  helpful  in  every  way,  fellow  officials 
in  all  departments  for  their  co-operation,  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  support  and  assistance,  particularly 
Miss  Robinson,  who  has  been  of  tremendous  help  to  me  during  the  year.
